there is no direct physiological antidote, A 
somewhat similar poison is ‘seen in the powder.’ 
ed glass, so much used in the East for getting 
rid of unwelcome friends, Phosphorus is ano- 
ther instance, : 

. The carbon poisons are much more-interest- 
ing, and indeed show some of the most extra: 
ordinary facts known ‘to science. Most of 
them aré alkaloids—that is to say, compounds 
of carbon which possess the property of form: 
ing salts with acids; in ‘other words, vegetae 
ble bases, One almost despairs of making. 
the subject clear to anyone ignorant of chemis- 
try, but tis curious enough to be worth try: 
ing. Now, all theso ‘subtances contain carbon 
and sitrogen, and if anyone knows any more 
‘mild and inoffensive things that these, 1 should 
be glad to hear of them. Carbon is simply 
coal-durt, soot d-amond, or charcoal, and, one 
would think, could not hurt a fly, unless by 


byrming It. Nitrogen forms fourfifths of the 


atmosphere, and we breathe in quarts of it 
every day, and breathe il out again cheerfully, 
Both of them are utterly harmless, sedate, ‘and 
eyen beneficial, Yet pul them together, and 
the two enter upon a perfect orgy of destruc- 
tion and wanton caprice, They form the most 
violent explosives, : Nitro-glycerine contains 
both of them, with a little hydrogen and oxy- 
gen.

cil. Nobody has ever’ dreamt that the 
Lagislative Counicit would refuse the conces- 
ston, in view of the fact that the proposed 
tramway would prove an undoubted boon to 
those who reside in districts which are not

served by the present tramway, and .the 


scheme submitted by Mr. Findlay Smith—" 


‘who hs given years of thought to the pro- 


jeet—has- received the cncomiums of all 
who have had the privilege of considering the 
details. But it was with no little surprise that 
people learned yesterday, when we made the 
first annowncemant, the intention of the 
Hongkong High-Level ‘Tramways Company 
to scil their yndertaking to a new company, 
which would also work the proposed. 
new tramway to the Peak, It had 
been hoped that, .besides affording’ ad- 
ditional facilities to those who reside on 
the Peak, the new tramway would give. 
a healthy impetus and stimulus to the 
existing high-level tramway. 
enjoyed by the present Company, while it 
has been well-deserved, might have been 
apt to lead toa relaxation in the effort to 
meet the public requirements, and indeed 


it has been suggested, with some show of |’ 


reason, that the service during certain hours 
of the day, at any rate, might without undue 
effort be increased. With" the competition 
which would have, in the ordinary course of 
things, arisen as the result of the inaugura- 
tion of the new concern a fresh lease of life 
and energy would have been, given to the 
old Company. It appears, sae that 
arrangements have been made, or are in. 
process of completion, whereby an amalga- 
mation of interests will take place, and both 
lines will be worked by the same manage- 
ment. [tis with’ some regret ‘the general 
public will hear that the ‘spirit of rivalry 
which Would have been fostered and 
‘encouraged by the presence of two sepa- 
rate tramway companies in the field, has, 
been frosted in the bud by this proposed 
amalgamation; for, however admifable it 
may appear from a business point of view, it 
hardly tends to that high efficiency and 
healthy competition which | individuality 
engenders, In other words, in place of 2 
new enterprise, we have a continuance of 
the monopoly which has been held by the 
Hongkong High-Level Tramways Company | 
for many years. Under certain conditions, 
and for certain purposes, the monoply system 
has much to recommend it; but when the 
public interests and requirements are con- 
cerned it is distinctly tobe contemned. In 
this case, it was to the interest of the general 
public, arid particularly to those who reside 


in “the district of the Peak, to have the 


advantage of iwo distinct: tramway services, 
but where public.” interests clash with 
private concerns, it is usually the latter 
which gain the day. “Yhe facts in connection 
with the amalgamation have not as yet been 
disclosed, beyond this that the shareholders 
of the present Company are to be paid $200 
per share, either in cash or in shares of the 
new Gompany, at the option of ithe share- 
holdérs. It would be interesting to learn 
how-far the shareholders of the Hongkong 
‘Tramways Company have 
acquiesced in this arrangement. It would

phine for example, , It first begins by paralys- 
ing the brain, and when, the brain is sent to 
aleep—a seep which, unless interrupted, can 
knowno waking this side of the grave—theheart 
going until the poisoned brain can shake off 
its calamity?
